candidates for the position of town 
manager. 

Salamone said the committee should be 
one composed of persons of ‘‘character, in 
high standing in the community, familiar 
with current needs of the town, be impar- 
tial be familiar with the town’s govern- 
ment and committee structure and willing 
to devote a great deal of time to the task.”’ 

The committee would recruit and 
evaluate all candidates for the position, 
and following a review or distillation 
process come up with five persons con- 
sidered to be ‘‘the cream of the crop’ to 
be presented to the selectmen for appoint- 
ment. 

The selectmen must agree to accept the 
five finalists presented by the committee. 

Salamone said that he felt the plan 
provided for development and implemen- 
tation of an impartial and thorough selec- 
tion process, while still leaving the actual 
appointment to the selectmen, as provided 
by charter. 

The selectman said that he felt it a 
“‘digestable process in the important taste 
of selecting the best man for the job.”’ 

Referring to Austin’s leaving prior to 
discussion of his plan, Salamone 
reiterated, ‘‘this has nothing to do with 
him, it’s for the office of town manager 
and a response to the problem facing us 
and handed to us in August,”’ referring to 
the managerial appointment matter. 

He added that what has happened is 
probably a good thing since.the board now 
must respond to the appointment 
procedure. 

Selectman Edward M. Harris com- 
mented that it was a very interesting 
procedure and wondered ‘‘about the 
paragon of virtue of the ad hoc com- 
mittee.”’ 

Salamone responded that this ‘‘clearly 
was the most difficult part of the plan — 
the selection of the committee member,”’ 
but added he felt the talent in Andover lent 
itself well to the procedure. 

Chairman Susan T. Poore said she felt 
itr would not be difficult to find seven peo- 
ple equal to the task.. She said she liked 
the idea and added that it maintained the 
type of openess the board is advocating in 
its proceedings. 

The proposal will be reviewed again at 
the next conference session of the board, 
scheduled for Oct. 17.

bitrator, Paul Dorr, is scheduled for Oct. 
11. 

Responding to the threat of ‘‘job ac- 
tion,’’ Town Manager J. Maynard Austin 
said Tuesday that disciplinary action can 
be expected if any illegal activity is prac- 
ticed. Picketing is not considered in sucha 
category. 


Austin said: 

‘On Sept. 30, the Town of Andover and the 

Andover Fire-fighters commenced final 
offer arbitration hearings to resolve their 
present contract dispute. In accordance 
with the rules of the State Board of Con- 
ciliation and Arbitration, the Town 
presented its written statement of position 
on the issues in dispute. The Union has 
attempted to force the Town to limit its 
statement of issues, which statement was 
ruled appropriate by the Arbitrator. 

The Union has sought to delay the con- 
tinuation of final offer arbitration 
hearings by charging the Town with un- 
lawful labor practices and seeking to over- 
turn the Arbitrator’s ruling on the issues 
in dispute. Further, the Union has sought 
to intimidate Town officials by its press 
statements and threats of ‘‘serious job ac- 
tion.”’ 

The Town of Andover will exercise fully 
all of its rights under the law. The Town 
stands ready to continue the final offer ar- 
bitration process which was recently ex- 


tended by the State Legislature as the 25 


alternative to job actions after a vigorous 
lobbying campaign by firefighters across 
Massachusetts. 

The Town intends to present any and all 
legitimate issues to the final offer Ar- 
bitrators. We will not be influenced by 
Union pressure tactics. 


Any employee who engages in illegal ac- 
tivities aimed at pressuring the Town in 
its exercise of rights guaranteed under 
statutory impasse procedure will be sub- 
ject to disciplinary action. 

It is curious that after the firefighters 
across the Commonwealth worked un- 
ceasingly to secure and retain final offer 
arbitration, that we now observe the local 
firefighters objecting so strenuously to the 
process. 

Rest assured, Town officials will use all 
available legal means to maintain our 
firefighting forces for the protection of 
lives and property.’

vice announced in early September that it 
intended to more the processing work to 
Lawrence, retain ownership of the main 
post office and refurbish it for additional 
boxes and customer services. 

The Vale and Shawsheen stations were 
to be closed. 

Residents and postal workers im- 
mediately began a petition drive to retain 
the Andover postal service as it is now. 

Walker said Wednesday morning that 
the selectmen requested the Wednesday 
night meeting to discuss the matter. He 
said he had heard about the petitions but 
had not seen them, ‘‘and, it’s me that’s 
making the decisions,’’ Walker said. 

He said it is possible to retain the two 
substations and that he would listen to the 
presentation to be made for retention of 
those facilities. 

As for moving the processing facilities 
to Lawrence, Walker said, ‘‘this is an in- 
ternal operation, that of the postal ser- 
vice, and should not be subject to what 
town officials may think of it. As long as 
we provide the service to the town in the 
most economical manner, that’s all we 
have to do,’’ Walker said. 

“The two substations are another con- 
sideration and something we will listen to, 
but as for the operation of the post office, 
that is entirely a postal service decision.”’ 

As for the postal employees, Walker 
said that the proposed move is well within 
the scope of what the postal service can do 
and that they had met requirements of 
notifying the unions of the intent.” 

Walker also discounted claims that 
there would be less room in the Lawrence 
office allotted to the Andover operation as 
is being claimed by the postal workers. 

The postal official also said that the 
postal service had searched for over two 
years for a site and hoped to build here in 
accordance with town officials desires. 
‘But now, we find we can move the opera- 
tion to Lawrence and function more 
economically.” 

A letter from Sen. Edward M. Kennedy 
to State Sen. William X. Wall this week ad- 
vised that no decision had been made to 
close the Ballardvale and Shawsheen of- 
fices at this time. Kennedy also advised 
that he had been informed by Charles R. 
Santos, sectional center manager, that the 
move to Lawrence of the delivery service 
will not effect service, indicating it will be 
the same, if not better. 

Sen. Wall alos received a letter from 
John C. Lintner, senior representative, 
government relations department of the 
postal service, who indicated that agree- 
ment had been reached with Andover of- 
ficials not to close the Ballardvale and 
Shawsheen stations, until such time as a 
full evaluation of the moving of the 
carriers to Lawrence can be made. 

Lintner also assured Wall in his letter 
that there would be no change in service 
Andover customers receive either through 
the carrier or at the main Andover post of- 
fice. 
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Editorial Comment 


A Select Committee 


Andover is a great town for committees, thus we 
should not be so surprised at the proposal that the selec- 
tion process of choosing the town’s next town manager 
should be done by a committee. 

Presented Monday night by Selectman Philip 
Salamone, his colleagues accepted the suggestion and 
put it down for discussion at the next conference session 
scheduled for Oct. 7. 

Salamone suggests that the board adopt a posture of 
appointing an ad hoc select committee to seek, evaluate 
and recommend high qualified candidates for the posi- 
tion of town manager. 

Interestingly enough, while Salamone said this had 
nothing to do with J. Maynard Austin, and that he could 
remain while the matter was discussed, the acting town 
manager chose to leave. 


Salamone in his opening remarks notes that the 
suggested procedure could be used whenever the need 
arises to fill the position of town manager. 


And, while indicating that the procedural plan has 
nothing to do with Mr. Austin, it is, in fact aimed at 
determining what the board will be doing, since there 
apparently will be no effort to remove the legal obstacle 
to a two year extension on Austin’s contract, as propos- 
ed in April of this year. 


The manager, told in April that he would be appointed 
for another two year term, was told in September that 
the board could only make a five year appointment ac- 
cording to the charter. There were differences of opi- 
nion on the legalities, but Austin was named acting 
manager and remains in that capacity. 


As for the select committee, as proposed by 
Salamone, it may have merit, but, we feel the election 


selectmen. 

Key to the select committee is the appointment of An- 
dover residents with specific skills who must be impar- 
tial in their approach to the task and willing to devote a 
great deal of time to the procedure. 

The group would examine the applications, review 
qualifications, and ultimately come up with three to 
five finalists which would be forwarded to the 
selectmen for appointment of a town manager. 

The selectmen must accept the five finalists 
recommended. 

It is, as Salamone describes, a distillation process. 

But Andover’s three managers have been chosen by 
the selectmen, who have gone through the overall 
process of reviewing applications, rejecting some, 
finally coming up with finalists and going through the 
final selection process of interviewing and checking. 

We don’t quarrel with the Salamone suggestion, but 
note that municipal managers serve at the discretion of 
the appointive authority, in the Andover case, the 
selectmen. 

It is therefor more proper for the board to be actually 
involved in the entire process from beginning to end, 
than handing the preliminaries over to a select com- 
mittee. 

As Andover’s charter dictates a five-year term, the 
composition of the board could well be different when 
renewal time comes about, and the selection procedure 
could well be altered. 

The Salamone proposal, along with a job description 
and evaluation process for the position of town manager 
are all subjects for future conference session agendas. 

All of which gives every indication of the direction in 
which the majority of the current board of selectmen is

FTC Probing Fly-by-Night 


Comic Book Advertisers 
by Jack Anderson 
with Joe Spear 


WASHINGTON — The 
Federal Trade Commis- 
sion is now investigating 
comic books. The investi- 
gators won’t interfere with 
the antics of Superman, 
Batman or Captain Mar- 
vel. But they may crack 
down on the advertising 
that appears in the comic 
books 


Some ads offer miracle 
toys, which the investiga- 
tors claim are nothing but 
junk. One deceptive ad, for 
example, offers a "genuine 
money maker.” 

The way the ad is word- 
ed, children might think 
they can transform a blank 
piece of paper magically 
into a $5 bill. 

The only way you can get 
a $5 bill out of the machine 
is to place one in it. 

Another mail order ad 
offers live seahorses. The 
ad claims the seahorses 
are easy to care for. Skep- 
tical investigators sent for 
some. 

One was dead on arrival. 
Another lived only a few 
days. And their care and 
feeding was much more 
difficult and expensive 
than the ad said. 

The officials fear that 
unsuspecting young chil- 
dren may suffer a big 
letdown when they receive 
toys in the mail that don’t 
meet their expectations. 
According to one estimate, 
children spend up to $2 
billion a year on comic 
books and the knicknacks 
they advertise. 


But the crackdown may 
not be easy. The junk toys 
are often sold by shady 
operators. They keep dis- 
appearing and surfacing 
again under different 
names. 

The Federal Trade Com- 
mission, therefore, may 
hold the comic book pub- 
lishers and distributors re- 
sponsible for the ads they 
carry. 

Butz’ Bequest: Earl 
Butz, the former foot-in- 
mouth secretary of agri- 
culture, hasn’t been 
around the Agriculture De- 
partment for more than a 
year. But his memory 
lingers on. 

He always wanted the 
big meat packers to in- 
spect their own meat. This 
would save the govern- 
ment money, of course, but 
it would be like allowing a 
football team to provide its 
own referees. 

The Butz proposal, 

predictably, raised a howl. 
Skeptics pointed out that 
inspectors could hardly be 
trusted to enforce strict 
standards against the com- 
panies that paid their sala- 
ries. - 
Nevertheless, the Agri- 
culture Department re- 
cently spent $320,000 for a 
private study of the idea. 
The report, by the Booz- 
Allen Corporation, claims 
the government would 
save up to $210 million in 
seven years by letting the 
companies inspect their 
own meat. 


We've seen evidence that 
some meat packers are 
already cheating the con- 
sumers by mislabeling 
their meat. It would be 
folly to let them inspect 
their own meat, too. The 
money the taxpayers 
saved, you can be sure, 
would be squeezed out of 
the consumers. 

Yet Agriculture officials 
plan to spend even more 
money testing the contro- 
versial idea next spring at 
meat plants across the 
country. 

Picky, Picky: The new 
director of the Community 
Services Administration, 
the agency that has taken 
over the work of the pov- 
erty corps, has a well- 
deserved reputation for 
being a meticulous mana- 
ger. 

In her prior job as the 
New Mexico regional di- 
rector of the CSA, Graciela 
Olivarez once called her 
staff together, not to out- 
line programs to help the 
poor, but to complain 
about coffee stains on the 
floor. In one memo, she 
warned employees stern- 


_ly: "Don’t fill your (coffee) 


cups to the brim. I am 
prepared to suspend, with- 
out pay, anyone who 
doesn’t cooperate.” 

She also complained 
about waste paper in the 
ladies’ room. 

And she conducted a 
crusade to cleanse the off- 
ice of potato chips and 
Frito crumbs. "I have no- 
ticed potato chips and 
Frito crumbs on the carpet 
over the past few days,” 
she wrote in a memo, “and 
am asking whoever is re- 
sponsible to cease and 
desist.” 

Kremlin Pipeline: Soviet 
secret agents routinely 
subscribe to most Ameri- 
can technical publications, 
which they scrutinize for 
technological develop- 


ments. American agents, 
in turn, study a popular 
Russian magazine called 
"Ogonyok."” It has become 
a tradition with the maga- 
zine to publish a full color 
picture of each politburo 
member on his birthday. 
The politburo members 
are old men, whose demise 
could affect Soviet policy. 
So the photos are carefully 
analyzed for signs of poor 
health. 

- Soviet leader Leonid 
Brezhnev has been slowing 
down. Analysts have also 
noticed that he occasion- 
ally slurs his speech. This 
could have been caused by 
a mild stroke, but more 
likely it’s caused by .a 
slight distortion of the jaw. 
There is one word, accord- 
ing to our sources, which 
trips him up every time, 
and it must be embarrass- 
ing for him. The word he 
can’t pronounce is "sotsial- 
istichesky” — which means 
"socialist" in Russian. 

Watch on Waste: A few 
months ago, we exposed 
the excessive junketing of 
John Byington, chairman 
of the Consumer Product 
Safety Commission. But he 
hasn’t reformed. Our 


- sources Say he has political 


ambitions back in his na- 
tive state of Michigan. In 
the last six months, Bying- 
ton has flown there four 
times at taxpayers’ ex- 
pense to make speeches. 
He has also jetted to Cali- 
fornia four times and flown 
to Florida, New York, 
Puerto Rico, Illinois, New 
Jersey and Oregon.

‘On Power Lines 


To the Andover Selectmen: 

We write to request that you open for 
public re-consideration the permission you 
granted in late August to the New England 
Power Company to run 345,000 volt power 
lines across Andover. While we can un- 
derstand its seeming at first glance to bea 
routine matter, there are both health and 
esthetic reasons which lead us to believe 
that it is a policy decision of more than 
routine importance. 


In the area of health, serious questions 
have been raised about the biological 
effects, some cumulative, of exposure to 
Extremely Low Frequency electric and 
magnetic fields of the kind which are set 
up by high voltage transmission lines. 


Dr. Robert O. Becker, Chief of 
Orthopedic.Surgery and Director of the 
Orthopedic-Biophysics Laboratory at the 
Veterans Administration Hospital, 
Syracuse, N. Y., and his associate, Dr. An- 
drew A. Marino, Research Biophysicist at 
the same VA hospital, have available 
several hundred pages of expert testimony 
presented before the State of New York 
Public Service Commission. While their 
well-documented testimony has as its 
focus health and safety considerations of 
proposed 765kV transmission lines, their 
testimony is surely relevant to our situa- 
tion in Andover as well. 

Ought not these biological effects, as 
well as reported shock hazards, be looked 
into carefully before granting permission 
to run such a high-voltage line through our 
town? 

In the area of esthetics, we think that 
certain other questions ought to be con- 
sidered. What is the actual noise level of 
such lines? How loud is the ‘‘buzzing sound 
as if invaded by an invisible swarm of 
angry bees’’ which Louise B. Young 
describes? (See the vivid Op Ed piece in 
The New York Times of Saturday, March 
26, 1977.) What about the appearance of a 
series of 8-story structures towering over 
West Andover and perhaps other parts of 
town as well? What about reported 
adverse effects on radio and television 
reception? Have we, as residents of An- 
dover, had adequate opportunity to con- 
sider thoughtfully such questions? We 
think not. 


We respectfully request, therefore, 
that;a (you recind the permission granted 
the the New England Power Company to 
run 345kV power lines across Andover;b 
(you set up a Citizens’ Commission of In- 
quiry to look thoroughly into the various 
aspects of this question; and c) such a 
Commission’s report be the basis for dis- 
cussion and a vote on this matter at the 
regular Andover Town Meeting to be held 
in the Spring.

Growth Control 


To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN: 

A few weeks ago you ran an editorial 
that implied that there was little we could 
do to control the rate or quality of growth 
in Andover. But the experiences of 
Boulder, Colorado and Petaluma, Califor- 
nia show that the town could have a much 
greater voice in its future development. 

Boulder has recently approved 
regulations that will limit its rate of pop- 
ulation growth to two (2) percent a year. 
Boulder’s plan limits the number of hous- 
ing units that can be built in a year and 
sets up a merit system to decide what 
projects are approved. Boulder had 
previously kept a rein on development 
through controlling utility hookup per- 
mits. 

Petaluma adopted quotas on home con- 
struction in 1972 and was successful in a 
court fight with home builders over the 
plan. As in Boulder, housing development 
is allocated on a merit basis after builders 
submit applications detailing features of 
the homes. While Boulder has developed a 
merit point system applied by the city 
planning department, Petaluma has 
created a citizens evaluation board to 
decide which projects will be built. Both 
systems consider factors like open-space 
commitments, landscaping, architectural 
and environmental design, energy conser- 
vation and access to public services and 
facilities. In addition, Boulder gives extra 
points in its merit system to moderate and 
low-income housing. 

Andover is currently in danger of 
sacrificing its character and charm to un- 
controlled development. New housing is 
sprouting up all over the town, and our 
open land is rapidly being encroached up- 
on. While it is neither wise nor desirable to 
put a total stop to all development, now is 
the time to put strict controls on that 
development. We should folllow the lead of 
Boulder and Petaluma, putting a limit on 
the amount of annual growth and con- 
trolling the quality of that growth.

What was all the fuss about, anyway? 

There was senior Rick Collins lying 
three yards deep in the endzone, football 
in hand, while the Andover High team and 
its fans went uncontrollably crazy. 

The scoreboard clock showed 0:01 left to 
play, and Collins had just caught a 52 yard 
touchdown bomb from detonator Dan 
Welch to lift the Golden Warriors past 
always-tough Wilmington 14-10 in a 
Merrimack Valley Conference thriller last 
Saturday. 

_But why all the excitement? Andover 
players, coaches and fans should be used 
to. these kinds of victories by now. 

Bill Alexander to Glenn Verrette in 
Super Bowl IV to beat Salem 21-20 in over- 
time, and the same pair combining in 
Super Bowl V during the closing seconds 
to defeat Plymouth-Carver, 7-3. 

Hysterics? Theatrics? Naw, this is old 
hat. 

Actually, you can never get enough of 
dramatics like this . . . each time it 
happens seems as fresh as the first time. 

The only unfortunate part was that a 
number of fans, with less than 1:30 to play 
and Wilmington in possession, left the 
game early to beat the traffic and missed 
all the fireworks. 

The win, which may be the springboard 
to boost AHS to another superb season, 
hiked Coach Dick Collins’ crew to 1-1 in 
the MVC and 2-1 overall. 

Coach Fred Bellissimo’s Wildcats, 
stunned into silence by the sudden turn of 
events, slipped to 1-1 in the Conference 
and 1-1-1 overall. 


Scoreless First Half 


Rarely has the explosive AHS run-and- 
shoot attack been as completely bottled 
upo (in good weather) as it was in the first 
half last Saturday. 

The Wildcats’ first defensive unit hadn’t 
surrendered a touchdown and had yielded 
less than 200 yards total offense to its two 
previous opponents (Stoneham and Austin 
Prep). 

Andover never came close to emerging 
from its own territory over the first two 
quarters, being limited to only 29 yards 
from scrimmage. 

However, the Warriors’ improved 
defense kept pace and held Wilmington off 
the board as well. 


Breaking The Ice 


Both offenses were able to ppen up more 
in the second half, as quarterbacks Welch 
and Steve Woods began throwing the ball 
with success. 

The initial break of the contest came 
midway through the third quarter when 
Bill Russo pounced on a Warriors’ fumble 
at the Andover 26 yard line. 

Six plays later the home team drew first 
blood. 

Junior running back Tim Moran, the 
only ballcarrier to do much for either side 
with 73 yards rushing in 21 carries, ripped 
off a 15 yard run for the Cats. 

Woods then hit big end Art Sugrue (6’3’’ ) 
inside the 10 yard line for a first down ona 
key third-and-9 situation, and the same 
pair combined from five yards out for the 
TD. 

Andover defender Greg Gardner missed 
by a whisker of picking off or batting down 
the touchdown toss, but whiskers don’t 
count, 

Wilmington sophomore Chris Briggs 
booted the PAT for a 7-0 lead with 3:12 left 
in the quarter. 

It marked the third straight game this 
year Andover has fallen behind. 


Farnham’s Fifth 
Andover needed just two plays after the 
ensuing kickoff to move 73 yards for the 
tying touchdown, a picture score in its own 
right. 
The first play was a pass intended for 
Joe Terrion that went astray, but a Wild- 


cat cornerback was whistled for in- 
terference and Andover received a first 
down at its own 41. 

Welch, who obviously can throw the 
football a country mile, dropped back on 
the next play and lofted a perfect spiral 
downfield. 

Junior wide receiver Paul Farnham at 
first didn’t appear to have a chance to 
make the catch, but at the last instant he 


‘bolted past Sugrue and came up with a 


sensational back-to-the-ball, over-the- 
shoulder, fingertip grab. 

Farnham lugged the ball the final 15 
yards to paydirt, being dragged down from 
behind just after he crossed into the end- 
zone. 

It was the fifth TD of the young season 
for Farnham III, who held the ball aloft 
triumphantly after the score. 

Manny Silva was forced to drill the con- 
version through the uprights twice, after 
off-setting penalties nullified the first 
boot. He complied and it was 7-7 with 2:43 
left in the third quarter. 


Clutch Fieldgoal 


Wilmington rebounded to grab a 10-7 
edge early in the fourth period. 

Woods engineered a 59 yard drive from 
his own 21 to the Andover 20 yard line 
following Silva’s kickoff. 

Key plays in the trek were three pass 
completions, two to Sugrue for 14 and 11 
yards, the third to senior Bill Blaisdell for 
14. 

The march fizzled at the Golden 
Warriors’ 20, but in strode Chris Briggs to 
boom a 37 yard fieldgoal home for a 10-7 
Wilmington spread with 8:06 to go. 


Hectic Finale 


The last few minutes leading up to the 
explosive finish were hectic.

To amend Article XII of the Town By-Laws by striking out sections 11 through 17 and 
Substituting with a new section 11 as follows: 
Section 11 — DOGS 
A. Definitions 
As used in this by-law, the following terms mean: 
ANIMAL SHELTER: Any premises designated by Town administrative authority for 
the purpose of impounding and caring for animals held under authority of this by-law. 
CANINE CONTROL OFFICER: Any person or persons appointed by the Town 
Manager, with the approval of the Board of Selectmen, as the Dog Officer or Officers 
under the provisions of Chapter 140, Sections 151 and 151A of the General Laws to carry 
out the provisions of this by-law. In the absence or vacancy in the office or unavailability 
of the canine control officer, the Town’s inspector of animals or his deputy shall per- 
form the duties of the canine control officer(s). 
OWNER: Any person owning, keeping or harboring dogs. 
PERSON: An individual, partnership, company or corporation. 
RESTRAINT: A dog shall be deemed to be under restraint if on the premises of its 
Owner or, if outside the premises of the owner, is accompanied by a person who shall 
have the dog under control by holding it firmly on a leash no greater than six (6) feet in 
length, 
VETERINARY HOSPITAL: An establishment maintained and operated by a licensed 
veterinarian for the boarding of animals or the diagnosis and treatment of diseases and 
injuries of animals. 
B. Requirement for an Identification Tag ch ” 
Every person issued a license in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 140, Section 
137 of the General Laws of the Commonwealth for a dog owned or kept within the Town 
will also receive an identification tag from the Town Clerk’s Office. The identification 
tag shall be a durable tag stamped with an identifying number and of a particular shape, 
or color, to signify the specific year of issuance. Tags will be so designed that they may 
conveniently be fastened to the dog’s collar or harness: Dogs must wear identification 


tags at all times when the animal is off the premises of the owner. The canine control of- 


ficer shall maintain a record of the identifying numbers and shall make this record 


available to the public.
